HANDS OF JURORS

‘Prosecutor Taft Says Ex- 
Bootlegger’s Love of. 


Publicity Led to His 
Slaying of Wife. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, December 17.— 
(United News.)—George Remus was 
one of the nation’s greatest seekers 
after publicity and his urge to be be- 
fore the public finally led, through 
devious channels, to the murder of 
his wife, Charles P. Taft, Il, prosecu- 
tor, told the jury today in his argu- 
ment for the state. 

His summary began after 
mony in the trial, already four weeks 
in progress, was ended. He told the 
jurors that Remus, first successful in 
a small way in beating the govern- 
‘ment as a bootlegger, had visions of 
winning for himself nation-wide 
notoriety. 

As his bootlegging business grew 
and his fortune with it, his mind 
evolved new ways of keeping his name 
before the public. . His linking of the 
name of his wife, Imogene, for whose 
murder he now is being tried, with 
that of Franklin L. Dodge, Jr., for- 
mer prohibition agent, was a studied 
bid for publicity, Taft charged. 

Says He had “Swell Head.” 


Remus, Taft went on, got “the 
swell head” as his success mounted 
until finally: he thought so well : of 
himself that he believed he could do 
no wrong. 

Although Taft's denunciation of 


testi- 


Remus was bitter and sarcastic, Re- 
mus, who during the last four: weeks 
time and again has flared into anger 
over thrusts far less pointed, hardly 
seemed to be listening. He fussed 
with papers and seldom looked at the 
$2-year-old prosecutor who was plead- 
ing his biggest case. 

The jury listened intently. The 
case is due to be in their bands late 
Monday, giving them time to do their 
Christmas shopping.

DESTROYER MAKES 
HARBOR IN SAFETY 


S-4 Goes Down With All 
on Board Four Seconds 
After Collision With 
Paulding. 


# 


Boston, December 18.—(AP)— 
A radio message received by the 
Associated Press early today from 
its representative aboard the U. S. 
destroyer Sturtevant stated that 
one of the smal! coast guard boats 
sent to the rescue of the S-4 disas- 
ter apparently had succeeded in at- 
taching a line and grapnel to the 
sunken submarine. Efforts were 


to be made.to start work at once . 


to raise the vessel, the message said. 


| Provincetown, Mass., December 17. 
| (United News.)—Deep beneath the 
_ turbid waters of Cape Cod, the wreck- 
| ed submarine S-4 lay. tonight, while 
| government officials rushed plans to 
rescue the 40 men trapped in its shat- 
tered hulk. 

Over the restless sea, streaked with 
tell-tale oil scum, searchlights flashed 
from a score of saivage beats as a 
futile search was carried on at the 
scene of America’s third major sub- 
marine disaster. 

Riding at anehor in near-by Prov- 
incetown harbor was the coast guard 
destroyer Paulding. which a few hours 
earlier had rammed and sunk the sub- 
mersible. 

Itself badly damaged where its 
prow ;had crushed against the steel 
heweves eraft, the Paulding was re- 
| ported leaking, but was believed in no 
danger. 


Crash Unavoidabie. 
The S-4 went down with all on 
| board only seconds after the crash. 
| Reports from the Paulding told how 
| the submarine, on a trial run, sud- 
denly appeared almost under its bow. 


Occurring while the destrorer was 
making 18. knots, the collision was 
described as unavoidable. The Pauld- 
ing appeared to have crashed into the 
side of the emerging S-4, which sank 
before the destroyers crew could ren- 
der aid. 

Hope that the lives of the approxi- 
mately 40 men believed aboard the S-4 
might be saved seemed remote as coast 
guards and navy men, under the glare 
of many searchlights, took up the res- 
cue task early tonight. , 

Rough seas and extreme cold handi- 
capped the workers as an emergency 
fleet was assembled at the scene of 
the disaster.

LISASTER RECALLS OTHER 
OCEAN TRAGEDIES. 

New York, December 17.—(/)— 
Submersible fighting craft, while form- 
ing a comparatively small part of the 
world’s great navies, have furnished 
some of the outstanding marine disas- 
ters of the past decade. 

The last gregt disaster Was the loss 
of the S-51 off Block Island, R. IL., 
when 34 men. were killed in the sink- 
ing of the submarine in a_ collision 
with the City of Rome, September, 
1925. 

Other accidents to underseas craft, 
as shown by the Associated Press rec- 
ords, were: 

The American submarine Q-5, in 
collision with a steamer at the At- 
lantic ocean entrance to the Panama 
canal in 1923; three men lost. 

In 1915, at Honolulu, loss of 22 of- 
ficers and men of the F-4. 

In December, 1922, 42 men were 
trapped eight hours under water when 
the S-48 went to the bottom with an 
open hatch. All were reseved. The

EEADERS CONTEND 


Congressman’s Charges 
of Smuggled Liquor Are 
Exaggerated, Surveyor 
of Port Declares. 


Evanston, Ill., December 17.—/) 
The Women's Christian Temperance 
Union issued a statement from its 
headquarters here today disputing the 
prohibition contentions made by the 
Moderation league in a ‘recent report 
of its third annual survey. 

The moderation report purported to 
show, said the W. C. T. U. state 
ment, that “prohibition is responsible 
for an increase of drunkenness under 
prohibition.” One basis for the con- 
tention is the number of arrests. 

“That organization has not consid- 
ered the effect of arrests made under 
the enormously increased police  se- 
verity.” asserted the statement, “nor 
has it taken into consideration the 
increase in population. Ten years ago 
the police rarely arrested a ‘drunk’ 
unless he was disorderly. Today po- 
lice are instructed to arrest all in- 
toxicated persons.” 

According to the statistics of the 
Ww. C. T. U. the arrests last year were 
139 per 100,000 as compared with 180 
per 100,000 persons in 1914. The 
union takes into consideration the in- 
crease in population. 

“The Moderation league 
there is more drinking among youth 
under prohibition,” said the W. C. T. 
U., and this it denies. 

“The latest information, based on 
common sense,” the statement adds, 
“end accurate sutveys, shows there is 
even less drinking now among stu- 
dents than there was three years ago, 
and that youth is giving up the idea 
that drinking is ‘smart.’”

Georgia’s mineral resources added 
$19,149,903 to her wealth during the 
‘year 1926, according to the ‘mineral 
statistics for that year just reported 
by 8S. W. McCallie, state. geologist. 
These fignres, Dr. McCalMe states, 
were collected by his department in co- 
operation with the United States geo- 
logical survey, the federal bureau of 
mines and the United States bureau 
of the census. 

This figure represents an increase 
a nt fe 654 over that of the previous 


yerhe largest industry contributing to 

the mineral output of the-state is 
brick ‘and tile manufacturing. which 
shows a total of $5,975,486. This in- 
cludes common brick, face brick, vari- 
‘ous kinds of tile, architectura! terra- 
cotta and flue lining, paving brick, 
fire brick, sewer piping, etc. 

Precious Metals Lowest. 

Georgia gave to the wor'i only $3,- 
708 worth of gold and silver during 
1926, the lowest figure in the entire 
report. Pottery comes next lowest for 
re year, with $9,990, although it is 

ted that the ceramics industry 
will eventually be one of the leading 
enterprises in the state. This will be 
when the recently established ceram- 
ics department at Georgia Tech has 
been in operation long enough for its 
graduates to make their influence felt 
in the development of their state. 

There are some peculiar items 
which come under the heading of 
“mineral resources.” For instance. 
water. The man on the street would 
be apt to argue the point as te water 
being a mineral, but Dr. MeCallie’s re- 
port estimates that the mineral valu- 
ation of “mineral waters” bottled and 
sold in Georgia during the twelve- 
month periéd was $30,000. 

Dr. McCallie urges-a_ protective 
tariff npon asbestos, stating that if a 
duty of only a few dollars per ton 
was placed upon the low grade Cana- 
dian asbestos, Georgia's ashestos in- 
dustry would be materially stimu- 
lated. As it is, the valuation for 
asbestos, coal and coke, grouped in 
the report. is only $206,528.

WHY DID COOLIDGE QUIT? 

Several hundred prominent citi- 
zens of the United States have me- 
morialized President Coolidge to 
renew his efforts for the’ partici- 
pation of the United States in a 
world court for the settlement of 
international disputes. 


For a time the president was a 


strong and vigorous advocate of 
such a tribunal and of full mem- 
bership by this country. This was 
a legacy from the Harding adminis- 
tration, the late president, along 
with Secretary of State Hughes, 
firmly advocating such a court. 

Of late President Coolidge has 
appeared to lose interest. In his 
message to the 70th congress he 
made no reference to it. The omis- 
sion was in such contrast with his 
very spirited message on the sub- 
ject and in advocacy delivered at 
the opening of the 69th congress, 
that it naturally created world-wide 
interest. Hence the memorials that 
are pouring into him from others, 
of both parties, who have not only 
not lost interest but who are more 
firmly convinced than ever that 
arbitrament is the one open path 
that leads to world peace and to 
the outlawing of all international 
and civil strife. 

The petitioners ask that the 
president reopen the case. They 
believe—-and the original petition is 
signed by men of profound knowl- 
edge and thought—that a little fur- 
ther patient negotiations may clear 
away the obstacles to America’s en- 
try. If so, how can the president 
refuse to again lead the fight when 
in his message he spoke of this na- 
tion’s “devotion to peace and jus- 
tice?”’ That is precisely what the 
world court seeks, without involve- 
ments or entanglements, 

The world court is merely the 
exponent and guardian of the or- 
derly process of international law. 
Why should this nation—peéace loy- 
ing as it claims—fail to join a move- 
ment that seeks peace among na- 
tions? It is inconsistent to say that 
we Stand for “peace and justice” 
when we fail to join the other -na- 
tions of the world in assuring such 
conditions for all time.

ATLANTA’S JUNIOR HIGH 

SCHOOLS. 

Junior High schools, consisting of 
the seventh; eighth and ninth grades, 
have been.in operation as part of the 
Atlanta public school system since 
September, 1023. There are now en- 
rolled in the five junior high schools 
for white children 6,596 pupils, and 
approximately 1,000 in the junior bigh 
division of the combination junior-sen- 
ior high school for négroes. . These 
adolescent boys,and girls are taught 
by 225 teachers, Many people in 
Atlanta frequently ask the following | 


| questions: 


“What are the aims or chief fune- 


| tions of the junior high schools? What 


if the fundamental! educational philos- 
ophy back of the junior high school? 
How .is the school organized? What 
new subjects are offered and why are 
they offered? Why are the children 
so much interested in their work?” 

How do the Junior High schools 
prepare for the Senior High schools? 

It is the purpose of this article to 
answer some of these questiuns, Those 
responsible for organization and ad- 
ministration of the junior high schools 
in Atlanta have created an education- 
al environment which makes it possi- 
ble to develop as far as possible the 
special abilities, interests, and apti- 
tudes of boys and girls of the early 
‘teen age. 

The junior high schools continue 
instruction in the mastery of the 
fundamental subjects such as arith- 


metic, spelling, English, both written 
‘and spoken; penmanship, history, civ- 


ies and geography. All pupils take

National Americanization 
Chairman Issues Letter 


At the request of Mrs. John W., 
Daniel, of Savannah, state chairman | 
of Americanization committee, a most! 
interesting communication from the 
nationa] chairman, Mrs. W. W. Hus- 
band, is printed today. Mrs. Dan- | 
iel urges that every D. A. R. in Geor- | 
gia read carefully the. contents of the’ 
letter from the national chairman. | 
that they may be informed as to the. 

The | 
letter follows: 

“Undoubtedly you Have already re-| 
ceived direct from the printer suffi- 
cient copies of a circular addressed to 
chapter regents and Americanism 
chairmen for the use of the @hapters 
/ in your jurisdiction. You will note 
that an annual report form for chap- 
ters has been made a part of this bul-| 
letin this year. This was done be- 
cause of suggestions made by some 
of the state chairmen in their last) 
years reports, and it is believed that | 
when they know what they “may be| 
expected to report next spring the: 
chapters wiil be in better position to 
keep the necessary records during i e| 
winter. Experience of the Iast vear 
has convinced me that it is not wise | 
oer necessary to lay ont definite plans | 
for chapters to follow in their Ameri- | 
eanism or Americanization work. Chap- 
ters have quite generally applied their 
efforts in accordance with the needs 
of their particular localities. and from 
annnal reports it is obvious thaf the 
work covers so wide a range that it} 
would not be practicable to even enu- | 
merate all of the various lines which 
have been followed.

It was in 1830. when 
commissioners condemned

Percival, when she covered 52,279 
miles in 495 days at sea, an enviable 
record for ships of her day. But 
with the progress of shipbuilding and 
with the advent of the steam-propelled 
iron-clad, the Constitution rapidly be- 
came a relic of the past. For several

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years she was used at the naval acad- 
emy as a traiuing and practice ship. 
In 1871 she was rebuilt at Philadel- 
in 1878 went on her last 
abroad, earrying goods sent by 
the citizens of the United States to 
the Universal exposition at Paris. Her 
long career at sea closed in ISST. 
Her subsequent history, though un- 
eventful, has been one of loyal use- 
fulness. From Portsmouth, N, H.., 
where she was used as a receiving 
ship, the Constitution was brought to 
her birthplace for the celebration of 
her centennial in 1897. She has been 
in Boston ever since. Again threat- 
ened with destruction in 1905, when 


| it was proposed to use her as a tar- 


get for ships of the Atlantic fleet, 
because her timbers were gradually 
rotting away, public sentiment came 
to her rescue and she was- partialls 
rebuilt. 

After such a renowned career as Aa 
champion of American liberty, small 
wonder it is that Americans are seek- 
ing to preserve “Old Tronsides.” The 
funds for her restoration were not 
appropriated by congress, but are ‘e- 
ing raised by the people of our coun- 
try, so that they may feel a closer 
ownership and interest in their gal- 
lant old ship, on whose decks are en- 
shrined the proud traditions for 
which Ameriea stands. In so doing 
they will honor not only “Old Iron- 
sides,” but the men who,.by their 
bravery and skill. brought her to such 
renown and made such glorious his- 
tory for America, 

Every American knows of Inde- 
pendence hall in Philadelphia and 
would not think of letting it fall into 
decay. Loud would be the protest 
from every corner of our country 
should it be proposed to destroy 
Mount Vernon, the home of George

WGST, the Georgia Schoo! 
Technology radio station, presents a 
program Monday night, December 19.

Hill 


Hill is at present a special stu- 
dent at Georgia Tech, where he is 
busy absorbing more physigs, mithe- 
matics and electrical 
with a view of still further improve- 


He has been associated for a number 
of years with motion picture 
vaudeville work, is an active member 
of the Society of Motion Picture En- 
gineers, and an honorary member of 
the American Projection society. He 
has patented numerous improvements 
in movie apparatus and has pending 
a number of additional patents cover- 
ing novel tricks performed with light 
and sound. 

The instrument which Hill plays 
was designed by himself as well as 
developing the playing technique. The 
instrument is variously known as the 
super-steel guitar, Polynesian piano 
and South Sea harp. The instrument 
has 17 strings, comprising a_ five- 
string Hawiian guitar in combination 
with the first 12 strings of a concert 
harp. Through ingenious technique, 
both are played simultaneously. 
instrument was especially designed 
for radio broadcast work and has a 
built-in microphone directly linked to 
the sound ‘board, through which deli- 
cate overtones, which would otherwise 
be inandible, are added to the musie 
producing a tone quality of surpassing 
beauty. 

The super-steel guitar has been 
heard over WJZ, New York; WRU, 
Washington, and other radio stations 
in the east, but this is the first radio 
performance in which the improved 
microphone has been heard.

With mulberry dominant: Two 
pieces in mulberry—plain, two tones 
or striped.

An embellishment of this sort which 
may seem, offhand. non-important is 
that of outside blinds or shutters. now- 
adays more useful for their addition to 
architectural balancé and interest than 
for their original purpose of protee- 
lends itself to the addition of the shnt- 
ter is the colonial, but if proportion 
permits shutters are quite as appre- 
priate on any modern adaptation of 
design. 

The colonial shutters mav be of 
either the louvre type or the solid blind 
of batten construction. usually pierced 
with some sort of characteristic de- 
sign. Diamond. crescent. pine tree, 
eandelstick and many other designs 
symbolie of the colonial era are popn- 
lar and appropriate, but an individnal 
design is probably best. Thus. one 
householder has pierced bis shutters 
with the outline of a sloop, as he is 
a yachting enthusiast. 

Probably the only considerations to 
be watched in the matter of installing 
shutters are good construetion and 
appropriateness. Appropriateness taker 
in the matter of tasteful adherence 
to truth. For instance, the familiar 
abomination of individual shutters at- 
tached to the outside window in a 
grouped unit is one of the most com- 
mon evidences of lack of diserimina- 
tion in home decoration. It is axio- 
matic, in this light. that ornamentation 
should have its foundation in good 
usage. One shutter on the outside of 
the unit can serve no possible purpose, 

The usual color scheme for the shut- 
ter is a simple green, contrasting pleas- 
antivy with the usual white of the colo- 
nial house. However. a declaration of 
freedom in color is now in vozue and 
many rather startling hues are used 
for shutters. 

The shutter is particularly effective 
where long reaches of wall are pierced 
by comparatively small windows. They 
relieve the monotony of the expanse 
and aecentuate the architectural val- 
ues of the window.

HREE shots echoed through 

the north woods at Haines’ 

Landing, Maine, one after- 

noon in October five years 

ago. The shots killed Otis 

' Bean, stalwart guide, and 

gave Maine one of its deepest murder 

mysteries, a mystery which to this day 
remains unsolved. 

Had holdup men slain Bean as he 
came home with a sack of mail? Or 
was his wife the slayer? 

Justice never could discover. Two 
youths, seen near the Bean home be- 
fore and after the shooting, were ar- 
rested, but never tried. Mrs. 
Ethel Bean, the widow, was 
brought to trial, yet so flimsy 
was the state’s case against her 
that she was freed by a direct- 
ed verdict before her lawyers 
could put in a defense. The 
widow insisted that she 
had been the victim of 
mere talk. 

In Maine they have 
their theories. But the law 
can do nothing. The kill- 
ing of Otis Bean remains 
unavenged. 

Maine’s outstanding mutr- 
der mystery had its setting in 
the great hunting country 
about the Rangeley lakes in 
northwestern Maine. The vic- 
tim was Otis A. Bean, one of 
the best known guides in that 
section of the country. Three 
persons stood accused at dif- 
ferent times of the 
crime, but all three 
went free. The third 
to be accused was 
the victim’s widow. 

Otis Bean, 37 
years old, stalwart, 
romantic man of the woods, 
who for twelve years had 
guided sportsmen through the 
forests and streams of the 
Rangeleys, was shot to death 
October 6, 1922, near his 
home at Haines’ Landing. 
Three shots were fired and all of them 
found their mark. Justice found out 
what weapon fired those shots, but

Moreover, it was 
said that a Colt .38, own- 
ed by Kimball, had disap- 
peared from the house. 

The gun had hung on a 
hook near a window of the house and 
could be seen by persons standing on 
the veranda. Furthermore, access to 
the place could have been effected 
easily enough, for Kimball had left the 
key to the front door on the piazza. 

Soon it was definitely established 
that Kimball’s revolver had been used 
in the shooting. 

Thus far the case appeared to be 
quite simple. . Obviously the crime 
had. been committed by these two 
men that.

Satan, hast thou 
considered My serv- 
ant Job, that there 
24 is none like him in 
“3 the earth, a perfect 
*j and an_ upright 
a 6man, one that fear- 
eth God and es- 
cheweth evil?” 
The testimony of 
Job’s wife is to be 
received: “Dost 
thou still retain 
thine integrity?” 
This is good testi- 
mony. Your wife 
knows exactly whether you are right- 
eous or not. It may be that she would 
not give an honest expression con- 
cerning it for the world. 

Job’s own testimony is of value 
since it is so well corroborated. 
“Though He slay me yet will I trust 
Him; but I will maintain mine own 
ways before Him.” ‘‘My righteousness 
1 hold fast and will not let it go.”” He 
knows the sure tests of religious char- 
acter and tries himself by them and 
let us try ourselves by them. 

He claims inward purity, “‘l made 
a covenant with mine eyes.” 

He was considerate of employees, 
“| had: regard for the cause of my 
manservant and maidservant.” He 
helps the unfortunate, ‘‘l was eyes to 
the blind and feet to the lame.” He 
was free from the love of gold, “‘l 
have not made gold my hope.” He 


had no joy in the destruction of his 
enemies, I rejoiced not at the destruc- 
tion of him that hated me.” Let us 
measure ourselves by his character. 
Did you ever rejoice at the calamity 
of an enemy? 


The suffering of Job is of the ut- 
most severity. | 

There was loss of property. — It is 
no light matter to have the work and 
savings of a lifetime swept away in a 
moment. It has led to many suicides. 

There was personal bereavement. 
There is the awful loneliness of the 
life when those who made life glad 
speak to us no more in this world. 

He suffered bodily affliction. ‘My 
skin is black upon me and my bones 
are burned with heat.’’ There is the 
terrible affliction of black leprosy. 
The mind and “body are close neigh- 
bors and are vitally affected by each 
other. Only a slight physical ailment 
is sufficient to make some _ people 
miserable, and anybody else miser- 
able who has anything to do with 
them. 

There was the evil counsel of his 
wife: ‘‘Curse God and die.”” It wasa 
drop of gall in the cup of his suffer- 
ing that Mrs. Job should have failed 
in the hour of all hours when she 
ought to, have remained true. 

There was the miserable comfort of 
his friends. We can get rid of our 
enemies, they don’t have much to do 
with us. But who will deliver us from 
our friends? These comforting 
friends came to him in his sorest trou- 
bles when of all times he needs com- 
fort and argue with him that his sor- 
row is the penalty he is paying for 
some sin against God. The sorrow 
is enough to bear but added to it is 
the argument of his comforters that 
he is under the wrath of God. 

There was the bitterness of human 
desertion, “All my inward friends ab- 
horred me.” Next to the tragedy of 
being forsaken of God is to be for- 
saken by our friends. 

There was a memory of good 
things in the past, ‘‘O that I were as 
in months past.” ‘“Sorrow’s crown 
of sorrow is remembering happier 
things.”’ 

He faced* the prospect of immedi- 


ate death. Before there came to him 
the light of the immortal hope, he 
felt that he must go down to _ his 
grave, smitten by the apparent injus- 
tice of God. 

There was the seeming omnipo- 
tence of evil. To feel that the earth 
is given over into the hands of the 
wicked has brought unspeakable 
anguish to the hearts of many of 
God’s purest saints. 

More than all these was the failure 
to understand God. This is the very 
heart of Job’s trouble.” All other 
calamities would be bearable but for 
this. There seems to be a conflict 
within the personality of God. himself. 
He appeals from the God of tradi- 
tion to the God of realify. He ap- 
peals from God as He seems to be to 
God as He really is. He appeals from 
God who is merciless to God who is 
merciful. 

The final solution of suffering is 
beyond the finite mind. 

There is an unsolved element of 
mystery that remains. There belongs 
to the finite faculties no final solu- 
tion of human sorrow. 

There breaks in upon us every day, 
“Perpetual moanings from the trou- 
bled sea of human life.” 

There is the world’s Gethsemane 
with its bloody sweat of humdéan 
anguish. 

There is the world mystery of the 
inequality of human comfort and sor- 
row. 

There is the apparent injustice in 
the distribution of earthly good and 
rewards.

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Kaiser Wilhelm and the War. 


HE kaiser came to all our per- 
formances. Helaughed so 
loudly during ‘“‘The Barber 
of Seville” that he could be 
heard all over the theater, 
hung over the edge of his 

box, and altogether behaved in a very 
free and easy manner, quite like a 
typical German university student. 
On our last evening we acted por- 
tions of various operas. I appeared 
in “Il Barbeire di Siviglia.” The 
kaiser sat in a box next to the stage, 
and during an entr’acte the French- 
man, Renault, who had played Me- 
phistopheles in the ‘Damnation de 
Faust,”” Cooper, myself and the regis- 
seur, were all summoned to the im- 
perial presence. 

Wilhelm was standing, resting his 
weight on the hilt of his sword. His 
features showed the traces of advanc- 
ing years; there were deep wrinkles 
behind the fiercely twisted up mous- 
taches, and there was a good deal of 
grey in his hair. The whole aspect 
of the man and in particular his keen, 
grey-blue eyes, spoke eloquently of 
an energetic-and persevering nature. 

“You are a Russian artist?” he 
Said in French, turning to me. 

“Ves,” I said, “I am an artist of 
the Imperial theaters.” 

“I am very pleased to see you 
here, and have been delighted by 
your unique talent. I wish to 
give you something which will be a 
souvenir of our country and of our 
theater. . Do you sing Wagner?”’ 

“Only at concerts, I have not hith- 
erto ventured on singing in his op- 
eras.’ 

“What do you Russians think of 
him?” 

| replied that he was greatly es- 
teemed and beloved. 

The kaiser took from the hands of 
a tall man in evening dress a case 
containing the golden cross of the 
Prussian eagle. -He wanted to pin 
the order on my breast with his own 
hands, but not one of those present 
had a pin, although the kaiserin and 
other ladies were in the box. With 
a smile, he therefore placed the order 
in my hands. 

I felt embarrassed, standing there 
in the costume of Don Basilio. 1 was 
wearing a greasy cassock. , face 
was frightfully made up, and | 
adorned with a monstrous false nose. 
The serious tone of our conversation 
was absurdly ill-suited to my costume 
and appearance. I felt it the more, 
as | could see that everybody, includ- 
ing the kaiser himself, could not re- 
frain from smiling at sight of me. I 
was very glad when the interview was 
over. 

In the summer of 1914 after a de- 
lightful visit to London I went to 
Paris,. with the intention of going on 
to Carlsbad for rest and a cure. I ar- 
rived in the ‘Ville Lumiere” on the 
25th of July, 1914. Crowds of peo- 
ple were promenading the streets, 
eagerly devouring the telegrams post- 
ed up in the windows of the news- 
paper offices. At dinner that evening 
with a well-known banker, Fasked my 
host whether there were any serious 
foundation for the rumors of war. He 
said confidently: 

“There will not be war!”’ 

This decisively-expressed opinion 
set my mind at ease. I felt no hesi- 
tation in leaving for Germany. But 
after two-.or three hours’ travel our 
train came toa stop and we were told 
to get out, as it would go no further. 
War had been declared. There were 
no trains returning to Paris. 

I had signed a contract to sing in 
America during 1915 but the outbreak 
of the war put an end to this plan, 
and when | arrived in my country, 
Fate decreed that | was to remain 
there continuously for seven years.

As time went on, work in the the- 
aters became more and more _ diffi- 
cult. This can readily be understood. 
People’s minds were not on the the- 
ater. 

Little by little, life became more 
and more difficult. It was as hard for 
me to get milk and bread—the bare 
necessities—as for the humblest 
working man to provide food for his 
family. I was glad to sing for the 
reward of a bag of flour, a ham, some 
sugar. Sometimes, even, | received 
a little money, which had largely be- 
come of very little value. 

The health of my little Marina, al- 
ways a delicate child, became seri- 
ously threatened from undernourish- 
ment and I was grateful for the per- 
mission granted to send her out of 
the country in charge of an old 
friend. 

So through all these seven years 
of horrible revolution, the voice of 
music was never stilled. Perhaps this 
was because Russians cannot live 
without music. What had been art 
under the czars remained art under 
As for me, who had 
never played any part in politics but 
had consecrated by life to art, I was 
looked upon as a ‘Bayan,” our an- 
cient Slavonic word for bard or singer. 

Out of Russia. 

As a result of these long years of 
war and revolution, | had lost hope 
of ever getting out of Russia, but the 
day came when it seemed to me an 
absolute necessity to get out of Rus- 
sia and see if I had been forgotten. 


Of course, it was not so easy to pro- 


cure a passport. I went to see the 
soviet commissioners, who were kind 
and gave me permission to go. 

I then went to the British consul 
for a passport. He said quite frankly: 

“No. It is impossible.”’ 

“Why?” I asked. 

“It is not my duty to tell you, sir,” 
he replied. 

I began to feel very much embar- 
rassed about the matter. From the 
British consul, | went to the Ameri- 
can, expecting to receive the same an- 
Swer. To my surprise and joy, the 
American consul said nothing but 
merely cabled to Washington. With- 
in five or six days, | had my visa for 
America. 

Suddenly, one day, | received word 
from a London manager that if I 
would sing at a reduced price for 
some charity league, he would ar- 
range for my visa. I answered: 

“All right, on condition that this 
charity shall be for the starving Rus- 
sians.”’ 


» My condition was accepted and I 


was happy at the thought of going 
back to that same London where just 
before the war I had been treated like 
a king! 

Despite my fears, there was no 
doubt about the feelings of the Lon- 
don public towards me. On the even- 
ing of my first concert, the car whick 
had been loaned me, could scarcely 
get through the crowd of private mo- 
tors, and public conveyances about 
Albert hall. My dear Englist bobbies 
looked furious and had all they could 
do to keep order. 

Inside, the great hall was packed 
from top to bottom. Again I saw the 
sight of men and women of distinc- 
tion in evening dress, a sight to which 
1 had already become unaccustomed. 
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I felt a tremendous emotion sweep 
over me when | stepped out on the 
platform and the whole audience rose 
to its feet and greeted me with an ova- 
tion which lasted several minutes. 

And when I began to sing my voice 
rang out confidently in the great hall. 
I felt that my wings were ‘free and 
that my songs could soar above the 
clouds. I! felt myself neither Rus- 
sian, nor Chinese, neither bolshevist 
nor monshevist, but once again an 
artist! 

Remembering my visit to America 
in 1907 | thought, involuntarily of 
the Russian saying: “A crow once 
shot at dreads every bush!” Indeed 
it was with this saying in mind that | 
at last stepped on board the small but 
attractive steamer Adriatic and found 
myself once more on the way to 
brave those haunts where, many years 
before, the gun had been aimed at the 
“white”? crow—Chaliapine! 

Scarcely had I come on_ board 
when, strolling along the deck, | met 
the composer Richard Strauss and the 
tro. «(less interesting and delightful 
writer, H. G. Wells. Not so very 
long before this, Wells had been a 
guest at my home in Petrograd and 
had done me the honor to say that 
amid the horrors of the revolutionary 
desert my house seemed an oasis. 

On a beautiful autumn evening we 
finally sailed into New York harbor 
and tied up alongside the pier. A 
number of Russians had come down 
to meet me and gave me a hearty 
welcome. Many of them I did not 
know. 

No sooner had I stepped. on shore 
than the gentlemen of the press, as 
before in 1907, began plying me with 
questions. Unfortunately their chief 
preoccupation seemed to be concern- 


‘ Ing a matter in which I could be of 
’ little assistance 


to them—politics, 
Russian politics. 

“‘Politics—?’’ 1 said. ‘‘To ask me 
ahout politics is as though you were 
to ask an Eskimo to give his views 
about a Beethoven sonata. The art 
and beauty of every nation—that | 
sing well and give always-of my best, 
these are my only politics.” 

Alas! Hardly had I settled down 
in a midtown hotel than I realized 
that I had caught a heavy cold and, 
when the doctors examined my 
throat they said I was suffering from 
a severe attack of laryngitis. ‘It 
would be utterly impossible for me 
to give a concert within a few days, 
as had been planned. It was neces- 
sary to postpone this and other con- 
certs and my illness lasted about six 
weeks. 

Three times I hoped to be able to 
get through my New York concert 
and three times I was forced to put 
it off. 

Finally, the managers said: 

“Another postponement is impos- 
sible. Either we must cancel this con- 
cert altogether, or you must somehow 
manage to sing.” 

- “Alas!” I exclaimed after a mo- 
ment’s silence. 

My managers went on to explain 
that, knowing the kindly feelings of 
the public towards me, they felt sure, 

“if | would only agree 'to show myself 
on the stage and sing as best I could, 
everyone would be pleased.” 

“The New York_public realizes that 
you are not well aid even if you can-

not sing your best, this will not count 
against you,” they argued. 

It is impossible for any audience to 
know or understand what terrible suf- 
fering an artist undergoes when he 
has promised to sing and is not well. 
How often an artist, appears to be 
perfectly happy when in reality his 
eyes are filled with tears! But tears 
would not help matters—sing I! 
must! ; 
They said it was amusing when, in 
answer to my vailet’s consoling assur- 
ance: 

“Never mind, Feodor Ivanovitch, 
God will help you!” 

1 fairly shrieked: 

“God is not interested in the con- 
cert business!” 

Then | put on my evening clothes 
and went to the Manhattan opera 
house. How grateful | shall always 
be to you, my dear old friend, Anna 
Pavlowa! Your sympathy ahd un- 
derstanding helped me through the 
terrible ordeal of that evening! 

I sang, but not with my real voice. 
In spite of this, the audience was 
more than friendly. When I first 
walked onto the stage I was deeply 
moved by the ovation which greeted 
me from a theater crowded from top 
to botiom. 1 was ill—yet the audi- 
ence understood and applauded me! —

Still, the time came for me to go 
to rehearsals of “Boris Goudonov,”’ in 
which I was to appear for the first 
time before an American audience. 

My dear old friend, Giulio Gatti- 
Casazza, who, as I have already said, 
was my impressario, when I sang for 
the first time at La Scala, Milan, wel- 
comed me heartily and kindly. 

At last, came the day of the per- 
formance, and I trembled with twin 
fear—that of a first appearance and 
that of the “white” crowd, which 
might not greet kindly a singer from 
soviet Russia. 

To me, of course, the theater is a 
Shrine. 1 enter its doors as | would 
those of a temple, with little or.no 
interest as to who may be in the 
audience. 

So on this day, I drank the usual 
‘two cups of coffee, dressed about six- 
thirty, prayed after my own fashion 
and went to the opera house. Of 
course, my dear, thoughtful and un- 
derstanding Gatti- Casazza, who 
knows my habits well, met me at the 
door. 

“Hello, Chaliapine,” he said. 
“Don’t be nervous! A great audi- 
ence is waiting for you and everyone 
is thrilled and excited about hearing 
and seeing you again. Come, I have 
had Caruso’s dressing room prepared 
for you.” 

With a friendly hug, he took me to 
Caruso’s room! Still another emo- 
tion! 

“Just a little while ago,” I thought, 
“he was in this room, perhaps as 
nervous as |, at the thought of tlie 
coming performance—Caruso with 
his sunny nature, so full of life and 
health and gaiety. Now he is in his 
grave!

The prosecutor decided to investi- 
gate for himself. 

So it was that in the middle of the 
winter, with the roads 
heavy snows, Holman set out from 
Farmington unannounced to make his 
way into Rangeley, forty-five miles 
away. He said nothing of this new 
track he was taking. Th@ newspa- 
pers had long since forgotten Bean’s 
death, for were not the guilty parties 
in jail awaiting trial? 

Holman made his way through to 
Rangeley up the shores of Mooselook- 
meguntic lake in that dreary, snow- 
blanketed country, and went about his 
task. Among other things he learned 
that Mrs. Bean had left the Rangeleys 
to visit.a sister in Portland. When he 
completed his work in the north he re- 
turned to Farmington and then visit- 
ed Portland with the sheriff. 

Still no word of what was to come. 

On the eighth of February, 1923, 
~ the Franklin county grand jury was in 
session in Farmington. Mrs. .Bean 
had left Portland a day before and 


had come to Farmington; stopping’ at :

On the afternoon of February 8 the 
grand jury reported a secret indict- 
ment against Mrs. Ethel Bean, charg- 
ing her with the murder of her hus- 
band. At the same time the jury de- 
cided that no charges should be 
brought against Wheaton and Maw- 
son. 

An unusual scene followed. Farm- 
ington was locked in snow and ice; 
no trains would move through the 
town that night, and iravel by auto- 
mobile was impossible. Through the 
white stillness Sheriff Cnsall and his 
deputies journeyed down the main 
street to the small hotel where the 
widow of the slain guide was sleep- 
ing. They roused her served the war- 
rant charging her with murder and 
then escorted her to the county jail. 


The plight of the lonely widow in 
a jail stirred northern Maine. And 
to add to the drama, the woman’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. George Hollis, of Portland, 
who was with her in Farmington when 
she was arrested, demanded that she 
be allowed to share her sister’s cell in 
the county lockup. 

The unusual request somewhat 
flabbergasted the county authorities, 
but after a day of denials they relent- 
ed and permitted the vivacious Mrs.

Hollis to enter the jail and share her 
sister’s hardships. 

With all Maine agog now at the 
turn taken in the case, a cry went up 
for a speedy trial for the widow. 
Cyril N. Blanchard, an attorney of 
Jay, Maine, hurried to Farmington to 
serve for the defense, and later it was 
announced that former Attorney Gen- 
eral William R. Pattangall, of Augus- 
ta, one of the foremost lawyers in the 
state, had been enlisted in the wom- 
an’s behalf. 

Stage Set for Trial. 


At the same time it was revealed 
that Attorney General K. W. Shaw 
would conduct the state’s case. 

With Mrs. Hollis continuing to live 
in the jail with her sister, the stage 
was quickly set-and before February 
had passed, théstfja}-was under way. 
On the eve of, tie-ttial; tetters came 
from the slait-~ guide’s ~ mother in 
Milan, N. H., offering, consolation to 
the widow. Aubrey Bean, a brother 
of the murdered man, also came to 
her defense. The Bean family believ- 
ed that the guide had been the victim 
of an attempted holdup. 

From the county jail on the morn- 
ing of February 26 Mrs. Bean, paie 
but with head high, a smile playing on 
hér lips, strolled down the snow-cov- 
ered road to the old wooden court- 
house. When she entered the court- 
room she. saw the faces of many 
friends, and to these she nodded as 
she took her seat. The trial began. 

Within two hours the jury was se- 
lected and within another hour the 
State made known what it claimed had 
been Mrs. Bean’s chief motive for 
killing her husband.

Her name was Elsie Stewart 
and her blonde bobbed head was vis- 
ible in the courtroom among the 
state’s witnesses. 

Bean, said the county prosecutor, 
had been a man of many romances. 
His wife had branded him a “‘bad 
man with women,” and had often 
quarreled with him, one such quarrel 
lasting from f0 o’clock one evening 
until 2 a. m. 

Bob Martin, the guide, told him he 
came across Bean’s body and of see- 
ing the two boys near the scene. 

Constable Jendron testified that 
when he arrived in front of the ga- 
rage door he saw footprints made by 
the woman’s slipper half-way between 
the door and where the body was 
found. The prints, he said, were 
within twenty inches of prints made 
by a man’s hobnailed shoe. 

Herbert L. Welch, a neighbor, said 
that a short time before the shooting 


he heard a man and a woman talking . 


in the road. He heard the man Say, 
“Yep, l’ll be right over!’ He said 
the man’s voice was that of Bean. 
Shortly afterward, said Welch, he 
heard the shots. 

Mrs. Bert Kimball testified that she 
and her husband went away October 
6 and left their home in the care of 
Mrs. Bean. The witness said Mrs. 


-Bean had promised to look after the 


plants in the Kimball home. 

The state brought out that al- 
though Bert Kimball’s revolver had 
been taken, no edibles—or anything 
else in the hous¢é—had been touched. 

On the third day of the trial Elsie 
Stewart took the stand. 

Readily this young woman admit- 
ted that she had been the other wom- 
an in’Bean’s life. During Septem- 
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ber, 1922, he and she had been to- 
gether every night but three, she said, 
and he had never left her before mid- 
night. As for Bean and his wife, she 
said they always seemed ‘‘pleasant”’ 
together. 

Another witness testified that Mrs. 
Bean had made the statement, ‘I’m 
going to get a rich man some day 
with an automobile and then | can 
have things.”’ 

During the testimony of Sheriff 
Small, cross-examination by the de- 
fense brought out that Small and Hol- 
man had tried to force Mrs. Bean to 
sign a confession of guilt. 

At the end of the third 
State rested its case. 

That evening, in the hotel where 
the contending lawyers, as well as 
Judge Charles J. Dunn, had _ their 
quarters, there were long conferences 
with the presiding judge. And the 
outcome of these talks was that when 
the trial was resumed in the morning, 
Judge Dunn made an address to the 
jury.

He stated that in his opinion the 
State had not put in a case strong 
enough to convict, that it was useless 
to proceed further and allow a de- 
fense to be made. He directed that 
the jury bring in at once a verdict of 
acquittal for Mrs. Bean.

Mrs. Bean,‘her face radiant, went 
to the jury box and shook hands with 
each of the-jurymen. Friends gather- 
ed around her to congratulate her. 
Later, with her sister by her side at 
the hotel, she received reporters and

HOW TO MAKE A PAPER KNIFE 


If you have a large celluloid comb 
that is no longer useful because many 
of the teeth have been broken out, 
save the back. It will give just the 
right amount of the right kind of ma- 
terial for a pretty paper knife like 
the one shown. 

First lay out the design on the cel- 
luloid with ink. You can ..ake a per- 
fect »attern from paper by folding it 
onee, then cutting eut the design with 
a pair of shears. Then unfeld and 
fasten to the strip with paste or glue. 
(This can later be washed off.) In 
fact, the paper design can be pasted 
down tight -all the way around and 
left while the shaping is done. Other- 
wise, carefully mark the outlines with 
ink, then use these for the guide lines. 


For the actual eutting, a grind- 
stone or emery wheel will be best. 
Hold the celluloid firmly against the 
wheel at right angles and remove the 
surplus celluloid. When this has been 
done smooth down the edges all 
around with fine sandpaper or emery 
cleth, then sharpen the edges by 
rounding off the edges. 

Some dyes, particularly any aniline 
dye, usually penetrate celluloid. If 
the strip is clear, you can color the 
portion showing the butterfly outline, 
with dye.
